It could not 
shake off the incubus of those 
deficiencies which helped 30!

with a just grievance, Its suc- 
cessor will extricate China from 
‘the present difficulties only by a 
steadfast refusa] to accentuate 
‘the causes of grievance and by a 
policy which, eventually, may 
make approach to Japan_on a 
honourable basis of negotiation 
practical and feasible. ‘The first 
step on this road must be the 
adoption of a domestic pro- 
gramme which recognises that 
the first charge on the energies 
of a Government of China ig the 
welfare of the country and its 
people. There has been far too 
little of this heard the last few’ 
days in Nanking. ‘That is why 
the Plenary Session is so puzzl- 
ing to the dealer in plain facts. 




















REDS IN KIANGSI 

Dee. 24. 

‘Two of the correspondents of 
the “North-China Daily New 
stationed in Kiangsi at places 
go far apart as Nanchang and 
Kanchow write letters appearing: 
in this issue concerning the 
recrudescence of Communist 
activities in that much disturbed 
province. It will be remembered 
that the passage of the Canton 
armies northwards, commencing 
in 1926, left in its trail the 
results of the use which Canton 
made of Red intrigue, and while 
it was possible for the Southern 
ers to throw off the friendly 
hand of Borodin and his staft 
of helpers once they were 
established in their objective, 
ft was not so easy to undo the 
work which had been done by 
the propagandists. who accom 
panied the forces in their 
victorious march. As a con- 
sequence the taint of Com- 
munism has persisted in some of| 
‘the southern provinces, parti: 
cularly in Kiangsi, and 'for the 
past five years little has been 
heard from that province except 
of communist and bandit 
activity. The Government under- 
took x campaign this year 
against the Reds with varying 
‘success and while it was claimed 
that there were only “remnants” 
‘to be cleaned up, it is now more 
apparent than ever that if there 
were any “remnants” they 
consisted of the few that had 
not followed the usual guerilla 
tactics of disappearing into the 
blue when things got too hot for 
thom, The situation was never 
cleared up despite very sub- 
stantial efforts on the part of 
the Government to do so, and 
there are ample indications that 
‘the movement is as strong now 
ais ever it was. ‘The existence of 
three main groups of Reds in| 
the ficld is striking enough, but 
the suggestion that one such! 
group consists of three armies of 
three divisions each’ indicates a 
very substantial number of men 
enrolled under the Red banner. 
To such a number has to be 
added the unascertainable total 
of hard-pressed farmer bandits— 
men driven to evil courses be- 
eause of the poverty imposed on 
thom by the distress caused by 
wars and other outbreaks—so 
that the grand aggregate of men 
combined against either the! 
established — Government, or 
against peace and good’ order 
must give those in’ authority 
furiously, to think. In -central 
Kiangsi three important towns 
ave being hard pressed by these 
gangs of itregulars; in Southern 
Kiangsi, Yutu, Kanchow and 
+ Hueichang have been attacked, 
the latter being given over to 
‘the sword—and reports to hand 









































seem to confirm the impression 
that if, at present, things are 
not quite so bad as they were 
when the Government undertook 
its much heralded campaign in 
Kiangsi, there is every indica 
tion of their shortly ‘becoming 
}so. Indeed the correspondent 
writing from South Kiangsi 
speaks of the Reds being as busy 
jas bees recovering the territory 
which was captured from them, 
sovietising it piecemeal and 
entrenching themselves more 
strongly in the minds of the 
people than ever before. 

‘With the number of important | 
problems which the politicians 
at Nanking have to decide in the 
very near future it may appear 
to be heaping Pelion on Ossa to 
emphasise the grave danger of 
‘the developments to which re- 
ference is now made. But the 
matter is one of prime urgency, 
Jand it is to be hoped that direct 
ly the new Government is form- 
ed it will devote a portion of its 
attention to a situation which 
has been grave for the past 
three years at least and affords 
every indication of becoming 
lgraver. ‘The presence of these 
‘communist areas so comparative- 
ly close to the centre of govern- 
ment is serious enough from the 
point of view of the effect upon 
public opinion throughout the

While| 
ithe French Municipal’ Council 
has fairly maintained its grants| 
to the various institutions which 
have looked to it for aid in past| 
years, it has not seen its way 
felear’ to extend them and 
eonsequestly is unable to re- 
commend any grant towards the 
Shanghai Mu: which the 
Shanghai Municipal Couneil 
assisted to tho amount of Ti 
150,000, nor to make a subvention 
to the Young Women’s Christian 
Association for the organisation| 
of evening courses. 

In view of all the circumstan- 
ces the Budget of the French! 
Concession is a conservative one. 
Tt is obvious that with the 
growing cost of administration, 
not the least factor in which is|

further sources of income would 
have to be explored. A review] 
of what has been done in this| 
direction indicates that every 
endeavour “has been made  to| 
spread taxation as equally as 
possible over the whole com- 
munity.

BLAZE’ IN’ POOTUNG 
GODOWN 


Cargo Valued of Million Taels 
Gutted 


A disastrous fire, which lasted 
from Friday afternoon antil yester-| 
day morning, broke out int Messrs. 
Jardine, sn & Co's Pootung!| 
jgodown’ and, as a result, damage 
estimated at over Tis. 1,000,000 was 
‘done to the building and the cargo 
Stored therein, the latter conssting| 
‘of cotton and general cargo. 

Shortly after five o'clock on Fric| 
day afternoon, persons in the vicinity, 
‘of the godown heard an explosion| 
‘and soon afterwards flames were 
‘seen from the roof of the godown,| 
Members of the Pootung Fire 
Brigade were soon on the scene 
shortly after the alarm was rai 
and not long afterwards, the fire| 
floats from the Settlement side 
arrived to join in the fight. 

‘The firemen experienced consider- 
able difficulty "in bringing under| 
control the fire which was fanned 
by a high stiff breeze, It was 
‘soon realized that there was little 
hope of saving the cargo stored in| 
the godown and the fire-fighters were) 
foreed to content themselves wi 
confining the blaze to building. in| 
which it started, 

AS night came the flames from| 
the gedown made a spectacular sight, 
‘Thousands ‘viewed the conflagration| 
from: the Yangtszepoo Distriet,| 
After working feverishly for a whole| 
night ard ‘week-end, 
fire was subsequently subdued, but| 
damping down continued throughout, 
the day. 

















Still Burning 


Despite the fact that four streams] 
of water still are being concentrated 
fon the: fire, it was estimated 
that the: conflagration will not be 
extinguished finally for at least| 
three or four days, more.

they are called, such as have been 
proved to have’ been used by Pilt- 
down man, ‘The age of the Peking 
‘man’ is, however, indicated by the 
strata. in which ‘his remains were 
Found, these having been assigned 
to the Polycene of the Lower Quar- 
temary period, and possibly to the 

Vigcene of the Upper or Newer| 
‘Tertiary period, ‘This means. that 
he. was roughly contemporaneous. 

It will be how  important| 
would be the discovery in China of 
Stone implements or weapons of 
eolithic age.
